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Shavuoth,  the  Feast  of  Weeks,  which 
celebrates  the  Revelation  on  Mount  Sinai, 
will  begin  Thursday  evening,  May  17th, 
with  Synagogue  services  at  8.30  p.m. 
(Mincha)  and  8.45  p.m.  (Maariv).  The 
holiday  extends  through  Friday  and 
Saturday,  May  18-19th. 

Yizkor  (Memorial  Services)  will  be 
read  on  Saturday  morning,  May  19th. 

During  the  Yom  Tov  Rabbi  Oscar  Z. 

Fasman  will  deliver  two  sermons — on 
Friday  morning  at  the  Cong.  Agudath 
Achim,  Rideau  St.  (sermon  topic:  “Toe 
Severity  Conference  at  Sinai”)  and  on 
Saturday  morning  at  the  Cong.  Adath 
Jeshurun,  King  Edward  Ave.  (sermon 
topic:  “The  Fragments  of  Life”). 

Occurring  at  the  season  of  the  summer 
ha. vest  in  the  Holy  Land,  Shavuoth  is 
also  known  as  “Chag  Ilabikkurin”  (Feast 
of  the  First  Fruits)  and  it  is  therefore 
traditional  to  decorate  the  synagogue 
with  plants.  The  custom  of  eating  dairy 
foods  originates,  some  believe,  in  the 
description  of  the  Torah  given  at  Sinai  as 
‘ honey  and  milk”  to  the  taste. 

It  is  necessary  to  prepare  an  Eruv 
Tavshilin  on  Thursday  afternoon,  because 
the  first  day  of  Yom  Tov  precedes  Shab- 
bos.

Mr.  M.  WEISGAL 


Mr.  Meyer  W.  Weisgal,  who  recently 
accompanied  Dr.  Weizmann  on  an  exten- 
sive tour  through  the  Holy  Land,  will 
deliver  the  principal  address  at  the  1945 
U.  P.  A.  meeting.  The  gathering  will 
take  place  at  the  Chateau  Laurier  on 
Monday,  May  14th.  at  7.00  p.m. 

Mr.  Weisgal  has  to  his  credit  a dis- 
tinguished career  as  Zionist  propagan- 
dist, journalist,  and  dramatist.  He  is 
known  as  the  organizer  of  “The  Romance 
of  a People”,  which  featured  Jewish  Day 
at  the  Chicago  World’s  Fair  in  1933  and 
was  witnessed  by  some  130,000  people 
in  Soldiers’  Field.  He  co-operated  with 
the  late  Max  Reinhardt  to  produce  one 
of  the  most  spectacular  presentations  in 
the  history  of  the  American  theater, 
Fianz  Werfel’s  “The  Eternal  Road.”  In 
the  past  few  months  he  edited  the  volume, 
“Chaim  Weizmann,  Statesman  and  Scien- 
tist”, recognized  as  an  outstanding  piece 
of  Zionist  literature. 

Today  Mr.  Weisgal  is  the  official  Amer- 
ican representative  of  Dr.  Weizmann  in 
the  work  of  the  Jewish  Agency.  He  is 
widely  known  in  Canada  as  the  founder 
and  former  editor  of  “The  Jewish  Stand- 
ard” of  Toronto. 
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BE  A BUILDER! 

Of  the  destruction  in  Jewish  life  caused  by  Hitler 
we  all  know  a great  deal.  Our  newspapers  bring  us  the 
ghastly  details  day  after  day.  So  many  hundreds  of 
thousands  killed  in  this  camp,  so  many  tens  of  thousands 
gassed  in  that  murder  factory,  so  many  tons  of  ashes 
that  piled  up  after  cremation  in  yet  another  spot — who 
in  all  the  civilized  world  has  not  been  shocked  by  the 
statistics?  Who  is  not  enraged  as  the  authenticated 
reports  of  the  unbelievable  make  him  believe  ? And  more 
than  any  other  group  Jews  feel  the  horror,  for  the 
victims  were  mostly  from  their  midst. 

The  imminent  victory  in  Europe  will  put  an  end  to 
the  Nazi  deeds  of  viciousness,  but  it  will  not  bring  back 
to  life  the  millions  who  were  done  to  death,  nor  will  it 
enable  the  few  who  where  fortunate  enough  to  survive 
to  resume  their  normal  activities.  A glass  that  has 
been  pounded  by  a hammer  does  not  return  to  its  former 
function  once  the  pounding  ceases-  The  balance  of 
European  Jewry  was  at  best  very  delicate,  and  it  is 
flying  in  the  face  of  reality  to  imagine  that  peace,  no 
matter  how  ideal,  will  restore  the  fragments  of  Israel 
to  their  old  positions.  Ahead  of  us  lie  years  of  pain- 
staking efforts  and  dedicated  labor  to  achieve  a new 
adjustment  for  our  stricken  race.  All  our  genius  must 
be  rallied  to  the  combined  task  of  direct  alleviation  of 
suffering  with  the  urgent  need  to  plan  constructively 
for  the  future.  The  providential  light  that  breaks 
through  the  bitter  darkness  of  our  tragedy  is  the  gold- 
en opportunity  already  available  of  reaching  these  two 
goals  together.  That  opportunity  reads  Eretz  Yisroel. 
This  land  is  truly  holy,  since  it  can  now  add  to  its  illus- 
trious record  of  shaping  the  morality  and  ethics  of 
mankind  the  mighty  chapter  of  saving  the  remnants 
of  Israel. 

In  this  connection  one  cannot  but  recollect  the 
disturbing  rumors  that  come  from  Europe  about  the 
hardships  besetting  the  Jews  even  under  the  govern- 
ments of  liberated  territories.  The  attempts  to  esta- 
blish again  their  economic  rights  and  cultural  institu- 
tions have  not  measurably  succeeded,  and  not  infre- 
quently the  shadow  of  political  inequality  floats  over 
the  Hebrew  segment  of  the  citizenry.  Thus  even  in 
the  question  of  salvaging  Jewish  dignity  out  of  the 
rubble  that  is  Europe  we  must  look  to  the  land  of  our 
forefathers.  Dignity,  too,  stands  within  the  circum- 
ference of  holiness  and  must  have  the  land  that  is  holy. 

The  agency  that  operates  steadily  to  build  both 
the  physical  and  the  spiritual  solution  to  these  and  a 
host  of  kindred  problems  is  the  group  of  Zionist  causes 


supported  by  the  United  Palestine  Appeal.  Once  a year 
it  comes  to  us  with  its  challenge  and  summons.  Once 
a year  it  invites  us  to  share  in  the  heroism  of  the  Pales- 
tinian Jewish  workers,  who  have  opened  more  doors  for 
our  survival  than  White  Papers  have  been  able  to  close. 
You  can,  if  you  will,  merely  stand  and  survey  in  help- 
les  grief  the  ruins  of  European  Jewry;  but  you  can,  if 
you  will,  defy  the  ruins  and  their  makers  by  being  a 
builder.  What  do  you  choose? 


THE  RELIGIOUS  DEED 

Judaism  is  a religion  of  action.  On  the  negative 
side  it  demands  the  energetic  suppression  of  unworthy 
conduct;  on  the  positive,  the  vigorous  development  of 
creative  endeavour.  Its  portrait  can  be  painted  only 
with  a dynamic  brush ; the  colors  are  not  of  rest,  but  of 
motion.  To  study  its  Torah  is  not  to  absorb  in  mere 
passivity,  but  “lassok  b’divre  Torah,”  to  wrestle  with 
its  concepts  and  to  battle  towards  the  citadel  of  their 
inner  meaning.  When  the  Jew  wraps  the  prayer-shawl 
around  himself,  he  remembers  the  commandments  of 
the  Lord — to  do  them. 

In  the  system  of  Judaism  contemplation  is  second- 
ary, performance  primary.  Spinning  a theory  of  char- 
ity cannot  compare  with  giving  a cloak  to  the  naked,  a 
loaf  to  the  hungry.  Even  prayer  is  much  more  than 
the  acceptance  of  heavenly  grace.  It  is  bowing  wil- 
lingly to  the  yoke  in  preparation  for  drawing  human 
burdens  or  plowing  the  earth  that  feeds.  The  Syna- 
gogue without  the  charity  box  is  as  barren  as  without 
the  reading  platform,  and  the  traditional  swaying  du- 
ring the  service  has  been  interpreted  as  coming  closer 
to  our  fellow  men  on  the  right  and  left  of  us,  before  and 
behind  us. 

It  was  told  of  the  saintly  Rabbi  Israel  Salanter, 
when  he  was  too  ill  to  go  personally  to  supervise  the 
baking  of  his  Passover  Matzoth,  his  students  who  were 
to  represent  him  came  for  instructions.  They  wished 
to  know  what  special  precautions  he  wanted  observed 
to  guarantee  the  absolute  kashruth  of  his  unleavened 
bread.  He  mentioned  only  one  point  in  which  they 
were  to  be  exceedingly  careful.  “The  woman  who  does 
the  baking  has  a very  trying  and  difficult  life;  I worn 
you  not  to  shout  at  her  or  become  angry  with  her,  if  she 
happens  to  make  a mistake”. 

Rabbinical  literature  seldom  deals  with  metaphy- 
sics. Its  philosophy  rarely  occurs  in  explicit  form,  and 
only  out  of  its  practical  decisions  can  one  reach  towards 
its  abstract  premises.  The  starting  point  in  999  sec- 
tions of  a thousand  in  the  Questions  and  Answers  of 
our  scholarly  authors  is  not.  What  shall  I think  or  be- 
lieve? But  what  shall  I do?  The  Jew  cannot  dream  him- 
self or  reason  himself  into  eternal  salvation;  he  must 
work  himself  into  it. 

The  Sinai  of  Shavuoth  introduced  into  human 
affairs  a master  plan  of  effort.  There  is  required  a per- 
sonal purification  through  the  acknowledgement  of 
man’s  Maker  in  prescribed  ritual  observances,  to  lead  up 
to  a glorious  climax  in  the  achievement  of  the  socialmin- 
ded  community.  One  fixes  a Mezuzah  to  his  doorpost  and 
is  reminded  to  respect  the  rights  of  his  man  and  maid 
servant.  The  arm  that  wears  Tefillin  must  not  muzzle 
the  ox  that  threshes.  The  mouth  that  rejects  the  meat 
of  swine  must  speak  truth  and  sympathy.  Aye,  the 
Revelation  did  not  come  to  lift  man  out  of  his  world, 
but  to  direct  his  toil  towards  it.  To  labor  with  unsel- 
fish purpose — that  is,  above  all,  the  instruction  of  our 
Feast  of  Weeks.

Message  of  U.  P.  A.  Chairman 


”As  these  lines  are  being  written,  the 
thoughts  of  the  world  dwell  upon  recon- 
struction. The  German  monster  has  been 
conquered,  but  the  ruins  of  his  making 
leave  their  vast  challenge. 

“For  the  Jewish  people  the  task  is  tre- 
mendous, the  responsibility  grave  and  ur- 
gent. We  who  are  in  a position  to  help 
must  find  a solution  adequate  to  the  im- 
mensity of  the  problem.  In  seeking  the 
answer  the  least  we  can  do  is  consult 
with  our  brethren  in  Europe  to  know 
their  desire. 

“That  desire  has  been  expressed  in 
every  part  of  the  continent.  The  big  ma- 
jority of  those  who  want  to  fly  from  the 
lands  of  painful  memory  plead  for  a 
chance  to  go  to  Eretz  Yisroel.  We  must 
listen  to  their  cry  with  more  than  mere 
sympathy. 

“In  other  words  we  must  provide  the 
means  to  help  them  begin  life  anew.  We 
must  prepare  land,  purchase  tools  and 
equipment,  build  houses,  erect  schools, 
expand  health  facilities — and  we  must  do 
these  things  at  once.  The  U.P.A.  has  the 
organization  and  the  personnel  in  the  Holy 
Land  to  do  the  work  with  a maximum  of 
efficiency  * in  a minimum  space  of  time. 
But  it  needs  money!  It  needs  very  large 
sums  to  meet  the  emergency! 

“Lot  us  respond  next  Monday  evening, 
May  14th,  at  the  Chateau  Laurier  to  the 
full  measure  of  the  crisis.”
